Accordingly, the 
patent claims are too narrow to fully protect the disclosed invention. For example, claim 73 is directed to a method 
of operating a mounting device. Claim 91 differs from the patent claims in reciting method steps such as "adjusting 
the adjustable clamp so that the first sockets and first coupling member are rotatably engaged and the second 
sockets and second coupling member are rotatably engaged at the outer peripheral surface thereof." None of the 
claims of U.S. Patent No. 5,845,885 recite method steps and, in particular, the method step recited above. Thus, 
this is a broadening reissue.
